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jority of a hundred a motion to lay it on the table 
failed, and that it was referred to a select commit- 
tee. It may fail in the Senate, but will, probably, 
become a law. The President is said to favor it. In 
making up ti e '-Blue Book," just published, special 
pains were taken to get the actual residence of each 
incumbent when appointed to office. Should Mr. 
Harris's MB become a law, it will extend to the 
Representatives of States opposed to the Adminis- 
tration se ine voice iu lilliiig chrkships, and the pro- 
vision may win their votes for it. Under existing 
arrangements and positions, how many clerkships 
in the Executive departments could all the Repre- 
sentatives of all New England obtain? 

Minnesota. — Mr. Douglas's bill for the admission 
of Minnesota into the Union as a State, reported to 
the Senate on Tuesday last, provides that Minnesota 
shall be admitted into the Union on equal footing 
with the original States, in all respects whatever. 
It also provides that the State shall be entitled to one 
representative in Congress, and such additional 
representatives as the population shall show that 
they are entitled to, according to the present rates of 
representation, leaving the House to ascertain the 
number when the full returns of the census shall be 
received, presuming that the residue of returns will 
be received by the time that the bill shall become a 
law. So far as ascertained, the population is 136,- 
4G1 : there being seven entire counties and a part of 
another to hear from. 

There is likely to be a good deal of delay in the 
passage of this bill, in consequence of the absence 
of the signatures of more than half the members of 
the convention from the copy of the constitution 
presented to Congress, and also from some uncer- 
tainty respecting the right of the new State to three 
Representatives, the number she has sent on to 
Washington, and perhaps on other accounts beside. 
To be sure, the strongest of these reasons is not in- 
surmountable, but the weakest affords an effectual 
rallying point to faction. All things considered, it 
would not be astonishing if Minnesota should be 
held outside of the Union for another veir. 



CspQuite a fluttering has recently been caused in 
the Executive Departments at Washington by a bill 
introduced into the House by Mr. Harris, of Illi- 
nois. It proposes that, hereafter, all clerks and 
messengers in the Departments shall be appointed 
from actual residents of the several States and Ter- 
ritories, in the p'oportion of their representation 
in Congress, the District of Columbia being reck- 
oned as one Congre sional district. When vacan- 
cies occur in any way, the head of the Department 
is required to select persens to fill them from appli- 
cants in the Congressional district in the county 
having the smallest numl^er in office, and so on; 
and if there be no applicant from such district, or 
none qualified for the place, the representative from 
that district is to )« notified of the fact, and, if no 
suitable person is recommended within thirty days, 
then the vacancy is to be iilltd by the head of the 
Department. 

The numlier of clerkships in the Executive De- 
railments at Washington is about 1,500, and it has 
long been a matter of complaint that they have not 
been distributed by any means fairly among the 
States — Virginia, Maryland, and the District, for 
example, bearing off the lion's share. This ine- 
quality has been rendered obvious by a statement 
which has been prepared showing the number of 
incumbents from each State, together with the num- 
ber of Representatives to which each is entitled. 
From such a comparative statement, it wculd 
gleaned that Maine, with G Representatives, has 50 
clerkship>; New Hampshire, with 3, has 40; Mas- 
sachusetts, with 11, has 81; Rhode Island, with 2. 
has 15: Connecticut with 4 — 38: New York with 
33 — 189; New Jersey with 5 — 12; Pennsylvania 
with 25—192; Delaware with 1—19; Mary land with 
6 — 195: Virginia with 13—232; North Carolina with 
8 — 41; South Carolina with 6—26; Georgia with 

8 17; Alabama with 7 — 18; Mississippi with 

5 — 16; Louisiana with 4 — 33; Ohio with 21 — 15; 
Kentucky with 10 — 39; Tennessee with 10 — 30; In- 
diana with 11 — 26; Illinois with 9—10; Missouri 
with 7 — T: Arkansas with 2 — 3; Michigan with 
4—11; Florida with 1—13; Texas with 2—6; Iowa 
with | — 3; Wisconsin with 3 — 7: California with 
2 — 24: and the District of Columbia with none has 
260. 

A statement like this can, of course, only approx- 
imate to the exact facts; but the figures are, proba- 
ble, near enough to the truth for comparison. 

A no" her statement has l>een prepared, which esti- 
mates the aggregate cf Federal patronage in all 
offices in the Executive gift at about $5,500,000, 
giving each of the 235 Representatives about $23,- 
000, the District being allowed the pro rata of one 
Representative. According to this statement, some 
of the States are now receiving an excess of patron- 
age to amounts as follows: 

'Maine $88,00*, New Hampshire $10,000, Massa- 
chusetts $122,000, Rhode Island $3,000, New York 
Delaware $3,000, Maryland $143,000, 
$175,000, Arkansas $8,000, Michigan

000, Wisconsin $2,000, California $444,000, District 
of Columbia $337,000. 

On the other hand, per contra, some States are re- 
ceiving less patronage than they are entitled to, as 
follows: 

Vermont $41,000, Connecticut $20,000, New Jer- 
sey $23,000, Pennsylvania $125,000, Virginia $44,- 
000, North Carolina $116,000, South Carolina $31,- 
000, Georgia $127,000, Alabama $70,000, Missis- 
sippi $73,000, Ohio $363 000, Kentucky $166,000, 
Tennessee $179,000, Indiana $180,000, Illinois 
$138,000. Missouri $128,000. 

Still another statement has been prepared, show- 
ing that the States whi -h voted against Buchanan 
are — wonderful to tell! -in receipt of about $100, 
0C0 more than those which voted for him!

A temporary force of volun- 
teers might serve for the reduction of the rebellious 
Mormons, but it would have been far better for the 
prestige of this government, if, when the first defi- 
ant note was heard at Salt Lake, an ample force of 
regulars had been ready to assert the supremacy of 
our national laws and punish the guilty without de 
lay. The emtrgenc'es of the time demand that 
Senators should rise superior to all factious consid- 
erations, ard recognize the imperative necessity of 
giving the Federal Government power to 
respect.

Nobody here need be told that the winters in this 
region have for the last three years been uncommon- 
ly severe, and that the summers have been as re- 
markably mild as the winters have been inclement.

GS-A Washington letter says that the scheme of 
colonization sketched by Hon. Eli Thayer in his 
speech in the House is not a dreamy speculation but 
a reality. Measures of the most practical kind have 
l«en already adopted for carrying it out. An asso- 
ciation has been formed for colonizing Nicaragua 
with industrious Americans, not fighters, but work- 
ers. It is stated that Hon. E. Corning, of Albany, 
has consented to accept the chairmanship or presi- 
dency of the association; that several thousand ap- 
plications have been made for passage to Central 
America under the auspices of the company, and 
that the minister from Nicaragua, Gen. Irizarri, has 
signified his approval of the enterprise. What Ni- 
caragua wants is men of the European race who will 
renovate her civUization, and who will respect her 
nationality. 

It is proposed to test whether the high lands of 
Central America can be cultivated by free white 
labor; whether sugar, cocoa, and coffee can be profit- 
ably produced within the tropics by white men. If 
they can be, the problem of the Americanization of 
the great region between Mexico and Darien may 
be considered solved. Those States will, at the 
proper period, apply for admission to the Union.

Atlantic Telegraph. — A letter from George 
Saward, Esq., secretary cf the Atlantic Telegraph 
Ccnipany, dated London, Jan. 15, says: "Our ar- 
rangements here for the ccmpletion of the work we 
have in hand are progressing satisfactorily, and I 
trust and believe that our next attempt will be 
crowned with success. The machinery is being 
overhauled under the direction of British and 
American engineers, and experiments will be care- 
fully tried before sailing next time, with a view to 
meet every known and anticipated difficulty. The 
British Government has again granted us the use 
of ships, and the manufacture of new cable to sup- 
ply toe place of that which was lost is going on 
satisfactorily. It is at present intended to take out 
•-•,800 miles of cable, being forty-five miles more than 
was thought sufficient last time."

At length her cries attracted 
the attention of a number of men who were standing 
near an adjacent colliery, and who lost no time in 
repairing to tlie spot, in ihe hope ot' being abie to 
render some assistance. It nappened that one of 
Mr. Crawrbay's boats was parsing at the time, 
and the !>oatman having laid-to to gaze at the acci- 
dent, a man named Hohhs ran to the boat, seized 
the bo it rope, returned with it to the top of the 
kiln, and was preparing to throw it around the liody 
of the unhappy Thomas, who was still slowly burn- 
ing and writhing in the most intent agony, when 
the boatman, David Jenkins, ran after him and 
took away the rope, saying it was useless to burn 
it, as he coull le them have an old one ! 

He deliberately walked back to the boat, leaving 
the poor sufferer in tbe midst of the fire, picked out 
an old piece of rope, threw it to the men on shore, 
and then went off with his boat, without attempting 
to offer the slightest assistance. Hobbs, and one or 
two others, at length contrived to throw the rope 
around the poor sufferer's body; hut, alas! they 
found that they could not succeed in getting him 
out. At length some one suggested that an iron bar 
should be placed under him to lift him out. This 
was done, and tbe frightfully charred body of the 
still living man, some portions of which bad been 
literally burned to cinder, was got ont. Of course 
human strength could not survive such suffering, 
and he died.

Her appearance gave evidence that 
she had been badly iKsaten. Her back was covered 
with fresh and bloody stripes, into which salt and 
flour had been sprinkled to dry (hem up and prevent 
suppuration. '1 be officer took her to the police 
office, where she was furnished with an old blan- 
ket to cover her nakedness and wounds. She be- 
longed to Mrs. L. Peters, living on Sixth street, 
between Franklin avenue and Wash street. She 
said she had been terribly whipped, and that she 
was trying to escape from her cruel mistress. 

This is the same girl, we believe, whose brutal 
treatment was recently made the subject of judicial 
investigation before the criminal court of this city, 
which resulted in a verdict against Mr. and Mrs.

— Late ad- 
vices from Oregon apprise us of the death of Major 
John P. Gaines, ex-Governor of that Territory. 

Major Gaines was formerly a citizen of Boone 
county, Ky. When war was declared to exist with 
Mexico, he was among tbe fir*t to volunteer his ser- 
vices to his country. He was commissioned a Ma- 
jor, and with his command promptly proceeded to 
the scene of strife. Under circumstances which do 
not reflect even a shadow upon his sagacity or cour- 
age, he was taken prisoner by the enemy, and only 
released in time to share in the closing brilliant ex- 
ploits of the army under Scott. 

In 1847, while absent in Mexico, he was elected 
to Congress from this (the tenth) district. He serv- 
ed two sessions. In 1850, President Fillmore ten- 
dered him the Governorship of Oregon. He accept- 
ed the office, and at once made his arrangements to 
proceed w itn his family to the scene of |ps duties. 
From that time the record of his private life is a 
mournful one. On tbe voyage to bis new home two 
lovely and accomplished daughters fell victims to 
the yellow fever. Not long after his arrival in Ore- 
gon he was doomed to encounter tbe heaviest of all 
afflictions to which man is subject — the sudden death 
of a faithful wife. This stunning event was speed- 
ily followed by the death of his son Richard, a 
young gentleman of engaging manners and great 
And now the sad record is closed by the 
of bis own decease.

ItaWnfBB Twestt Years Ago.— We have 
noticed many comparisons between the years 1837-8 
and 1857-8 in financial aud monetary matters, but 
more can be presented in regard to the season. It 
was then, as now, feared that the winter wonld 
much increase the physical suffering among tbe 
poorer classes; but the evil was averted by a winter 
as mild and as pleasant as the present one. Fuel 
and provisions, such as coal, wood, and flour, fell in 
price. The records inform us that the month of 
December, 1837, was very mild and open, no 
frost in the ground; Christmas pleasant and warm, 
and so continuing until tbe end of tbe year. — 
No snow for sleighing, except on the 10th and 11th 
of December, aud then for but a short time. Jan- 
uary, 1838, twenty years ago, was a remarkable 
winter month; the weather, excepting the last two 
days, was nearly as mild as an Indian summer. No 
snow fell during the month, the thermometer av- 
eraging at 2 P. M. at forty degrees through the 
month; and tbe succeeding' months contradicted 
many w ise remarks, such as we often bear, that "a 
warm winter brings a cold spring," "winter never 
rots in the *ky," &c. February was cold, with little 
snow, there being fourteen clear days. March had 
but two snow-storms and much mud. April was 
variable, but the temperature averaging a few de- 
grees above that of January. The Hudson river 
opened and closed three times during the season, 
tbe last opening being about the 18th of March. 
Other rivers opened about the ^same rime.

Air. Wilson gave notice of an amendment to the 
army bill in the form cf a substitute in es.'tct for the 
present, far tbe purpose of enforcing the laws of the 
United States, tnainiainc peace with tbe Indian 
tribes, and protecting c:tiz-ns on routes of emigre - 
tion to Utah; to l>e applied ouly in slid territories; 
the services of volunteers to be called for and accept- 
ed for a uumlN-r not exceediug live thousand oilic-rs 
and men, to ser.ve twelve nn-nths, unless previously 

di-( -harLcd, and appropriating dollars for the 

purpose of carrying out it< provisions. 

Ibe furth r con f i lcrat:o3 of the bill was postpon- 
ed till to-morrow. 

Douglas moved that tbe Senate take up the bill 
providing for the admi>sion of Minnesota into the 
Uniou, saying that he was in favor of the Pacilic 
railroad bill. He thought that the question in re- 
gard to allowing Senators from new States to take 
seats ouijbt to take precedence over other business. 
The Pacilic railroad bill was a measure in wijich 
gentlemen were deeply interested, 

Mr. Gwin was anxious to consider the Pacific 
railroad bill. A Senator from Miunesotn, he was 
inclined to think, could not take his seat before the 
passage of the measure. 

Mr. Green said that there were several considera- 
tions which must necessarily be brought up, when 
the Minnesota bill shall be brought up. The ques- 
tion of representation would depend upon queatious 
of fact not yet decided. All returns of the census 
are not yet received. The bill would therefore be 
prejudiced by prematurely considering it. 

Mr. Crittenden thought that respect for Min- 
nesota and the two nentlemen selected to represent 
her on this floor made it a primary duty of tbe Sen- 
ate to consider the subject as to whether they had a 
right to take seats and to be heard on the Pacific 
K iiirn.nl bill. 

Mr. Seward was in favor of the Pacific Railroad 
bill, but should be obliged to vote against taking it 
up at this time. He believed with Mr. Crittenden 
that the .Minnesota Senators ought to be allowed to 
take scats, but. it wonld give an increased vote in 
favor of the Pacilic Railroad, and he was afraid 
there would not be strength enough to carry it with- 
out them. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick, a meml>er of the Committee on 
Territories, objected to taking up the Minnesota 
bill, not having had an opportunity to read the bill 
in consequence of sicknc*8. 

Mr. Gwinn did not want a collision lietween the 
two measures. He thought that the rea-son assign- 
ed by Mr. Fitzpatrick was suflicient for a postpone- 
ment of the Minnesota bill. 

Mr. Mason said that there might be ciicumstances 
under which it would be found necessary for the 
Southern States, in order to determine where they 
stand iu the Union, to take up the Minnesota ques- 
tions together. 

Mr. Wilson spoke" of the injustic* of such conjunc- 
tion, and gave nsitice that he and his friends would 
avail themselves of all legislative means to resist 
the admission of Kansas into the Union under the 
Lecomnton constitution. 

Mr. Hale said there had never been a proposition 
so seriously threatening the disruption of the Union 
as that of the Senator from Virginia. It is contrary 
to the genius of our in- tit ut ions. 

Mr. Crittenden opposed the connection of the two 
subjects and made an eloquent Union speech, elicit- 
ing applause from the gallery'- Without taking the 
question the Senate adjourned. 

Home. — The House engaged in discussing a bill 
to supply an accidental omission in the army bill of 
last session, making an appropriation for the support 
of the National armories. 

.Mr. St: n on offered a preamble setting forth that 
J. b. Williamson, of New York city, was on the 
27th of January duly summoned, but refused to ap- 
pear before the committee appointed to investigate 
charges against officers and members of the last 
House, growing out of the expenditures of Law- 
rence, Stone, & Co., to influence the passage of the 
tariff bill of 1*57, and concluded with a resolution 
that the speaker issue his warrant directing the Eer- 
geant-of-arms to take into custody the said William- 
son, whenever found, and bring h'in before the 
bar of this House to answer for contempt of its au- 
thority. 

Mr. Stanton caused to lie read a letter from Wil- 
liamson, in which he respectfully declined to appear 
before the committee for reasons which his attorney- 
advised him were sufficient for his not leaving New 
York. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The bill passed appropriates three hundred thou- 
sand dollars for that purpose. 

Mr. Boyce offered a resolution, which was passed, 
providing for the appointment of a select committee 
of seven who shall inquire into and report on the 
following subjects: Reduction in the expenses of the 
government; an organization of the navigation laws 
of the U. S. in regard to existing duties on imports, 
and the expediency of a gradual repeal of all duties 
on imports and lesort exclusively to internal taxa- 
tion. 

The House resumed the consideration of the anny 
deticiency bill, but the committee rose without any 
action. 

Mr. Lamar presented the State Constitution of 
Oregon, w hich was referred to the Committee on 
Territories. 

Mr. Parrot asked leave to present certain joint 
resolutions of the Kansas Legislature with a view- 
to have them laid on the table and printed. | In- 
patient exclamations— "What are they? Read! 
Read!"] 

Mr. Craig objected and raised the question that 
the papers could not be read. 

The Speaker said that the questiou was whether 
they should be received. 

Mr. Craig appealed from the decision of the chair. 
Much confusion occurred during these proceedings. 

Mr. Washburn, of 111., moved to lay the appeal 
on the table. Carried. 

The resolutions were read. They strongly cen- 
sure the Lecompton Convention, and the odious and 
oppressive party machinery of law under which the 
delegation was assembled, saying that the Conven- 
tion repndiatnd and crushed out the distinctive 
principle of the Kansas-Nebraika act, which leaves 
the people free to legislate on the subject of their 
domestic institutions in their own way, but at every 
stage they have been prevented from so doing. The 
resolutions strongly protest against the admission of 
Kansas into the Union under the Lecompton Consti- 
tution, as violating the rights, of the people of the 
territory. 

A second series of resolutions from the Kansas 
Legislaturejwere read, asking that, Kansas be received 
into the Union under tbe Lecompton Constitution, 
and saying that the first Legulrture was seized on 
bv fraud and violence, revolting to a large majority 
to a large majority of the votes of the territory. 

The resolutions were laid on the table, and ordered 
to be printed. Adjourned.

METEOROLOGICAL TABLE, 
FOR THE MONTH OF JANUARY, I860. 
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Latkk from Mkxico. — The revolution initiated 
by Conionfort's cuvp d'etat is in full progress, and 
the whole country is in a worse condition of anar- 
chy and confusion if possible than ever. The Gov- 
ernor of Vera Cruz, by authority of the State Leg- 
islature, has issued a decree declaring that the State 
of Vera Cruz resumes her sovereignty, without pre- 
judice, however, to her relations with her sister 
States, when the legal federal authority shall be es- 
tablished. The decree declares that, being menaced 
by a foreign invation, it is the duty of every citizen 
to take up arms in defense of the national indepen- 
dence and honor, and requires every Mexican male 
of the State Isstween the ages of 17 and 40 
o enrol himself for the public service. An- 
e of the Governor declares formally that 
of Vera Cruz leagues herself with those 
of Oajaca and Puebi* for the re-esUblishment of the 
legal authority." 

The Governor of Tamaulipas publishes two de- 
crees of the Legislature of that State. It is de- 
clared in the first that Tamaulipas does not second 
the plan of Taculiaya. The second decree contains 
four articles. Bv the first the central government 
is disavowed and" the State of Tamaulipas resumes 
her sovereignty. By the second the Governor is 
authorized to organize, arm, and have at his dispo- 
sal for the service of the State the National Guard. 
The third article requires the Governor to render an 
account to the Legislature of the u-e he makes of 
his new powers, and the fourth provides that the 
decree shall remain in force until the restoration of 
the proper federal authority. 

El Progreso doubts a rumor that Comonfort had 
on the 11th inst. resigned the Presidency into the 
hands of Juarez, on the ground that an order from 
Comonfort dated the 12th had been published, de- 
claring the capital in a state of siege. 

El Progreso makes up from the papers of the cap- 
ital a sort of journal of recent occurrences in that 
city, from which we translate a few of the most in- 
teresting items: _ 

At dawn on the 10th inst., the brigade Zuloaga

We kr.ow they also desire 
Mr. Glover to devote his time as early as practica- 
ble to this section. Xo money ever appropriited bv 
Congress was erer of more lasting benefit to the 
country or more economically expended than that 
voted to secure the services of Mr. Glover, and no 
part of the country presents greater claim) in j>oint 
of interest than the one whose claims we now urge. 
The annexed letters of Dr. Warder and Mr. Bu- 
chanan r jquire no comments from us: 

Mr. T. Glover — Dear Sir: — Being an ardent 
student of pomology, 1 examined with greit inter- 
est your collection of colored casts of fruits. 1 have 
never seen anv representations of our fruits that 
were equal to them in beauty and co redness, and 
should consider them of the greatest value to the 
tree planter and potnologist. When completed, so 
as to represent all of the fruits of our country, the 
collection at Washington will be a grand attraction 
to our fruit growers. 

Having aided, as a committee of the United States 
Agricultural Society, in recommending the work to 
their attention as one of great national importance, 
and well deserving Government support, I wasgrat- 
ilied to le irn that such aid was voted, to enable you 
to continue adding our Western fruits to your collec- 
tion. So al-o those of the Southern States. I hope 
we may also hear that Congress has continued to aid 
you in this great work, for several seasons must 
elapse before you can expect to secure them all.

Conx RlSKIM Tkksti.i. — We have been mak- 
ing improvements in plowing our land and raising 
grain, we have had many improvements in raising 
corn, and not long since there was a machine got up 
for cutting up corn, and next to that a machine for 
t\ ing the shocks; all very good, but we believe that 
there is nothing as yet said about a machine for 
husking shocked corn, so we will say something about 
that matter. First, we use the same grab hooks 
that nature has blessed us with, but we favor our 
back by usmg a 'ittle bench, whic h is easily carried 
along from one shock to another. It is made by put- 
ting two pieces of light scahtling together, some- 
thing like a ladder, then putting legs to it of suffi- 
cient height, so that when the corn is laid on the 
bench, a mau can stand stra ght, and if the bench 
lie 6 or 8 feet long, two men can husk at 't as well 
as one. The advantages of the l>ench »re these: 

1st. A man can stand straight in place of stoop- 



The fodder is not in his way, as he draws it to 
him and leaves it on the bench separate from that 
which is not busked, and is not so likely to leave 
corn in the fodder. 

3d. When the ground is muddy, he keeps his fod- 
der clean and nice. 

4th. II : can hu-k more in a day. because he stands 
straight, and has full use of his arms. 

5*h. And last, there is no patent on this invention 
that I know of. .
